2. Though the north side of Wil- 
low road will not be zoned for 
commercial use, under contem- 
plated provisions of the master 
plan, “neighborhood shopping” 
developments, ‘integrated with 
large-scale apartment units, can 
be allowed.

This was revealed at a “report 
meeting” held last Thursday night. 
Next such meet will be held Nov. 12 
and, officers of the county organiz- 
ation said yesterday, the drive for 
funds will continue at least that 
long. 

Menlo Park residents have thus 
far contributed $17,715.80—74.4 per 
cent of their quota—in the chest 


drive. In East Palo Alto $1318.65 
(60.9 per cent of quota) has been

Historical Pundit 
Is Laid by Ears 
For ‘Wagon’ Story 


New light has been shed on the 
crigin and career of “The Wagon,” 
lunching facility which was removed 
from its berth at El Camino Real 
and Menlo avenue a few weeks ago, 
and the Recorder’s Historical Pundit 
has been asked to set things right. 

The “new light’ takes the form 
of a statement by Mrs. Marie Da- 
moth sf Menlo Park, whose sister’s 
brother-in-law was one of the.men 
who arranged for the wagon’s ship- 
ment to San Francisco. 

That was in 1906 — not in the 
late 1890's, es the Historical Pund- 
it previously had been told. 


The HP had also been misinform- 
ed, Mrs. Damoth says, about how it 
was shipped. It was in all likelihood 
shipped overland, she says, not 
“around the horn.” 

At any rate,the wagon which stood 
for so many years in Menlo Park 
was one of two which arrived on the 
west coast shortly after the earth- 
quake. 


IN ‘BIG TIME’ ' 

The one which ultimately found 
its way to Menlo Park served, for a 
time, in the vicinity of the Examin- 
er building in downtown San Fran- 
cisco; its twin is still extant, though 
okscured behind a larger wagon and 
a shceeshine stand, facing Post 
street, between Steiner and Fillmore 
streets, in San Francisco. 

At any: rate, the Wagon which 
ultimately came to Menlo Park 
spent a period in storage, and 
started its active career here on 
July 1, 1927. 


Mrs. Damoth does not know de- 


finitely where the wagon was built. 
But it is similar, she says, to some 
operated in the vicinity of Harvard 
university for the benefit of stud- 
ents. 

These new revelations somewhat 
alter the Historical Pundit’s purview 
of lore cencerning the Wagon, but 
he’s still sure of one thing: 

It was removed from the Menlo 
Fark scene a few weeks ago.

Every year this column carries a 
comparison of the total property 
tax burden in Menlo Park with that 
of the other cities of San Mateo 
county. 

Except for Menlo Park, Atherton | 
and Belmont, these cities collect | 


their own taxes for city purposes on | 


valuations set by themselves. These | 
valuations may vary material-y | 
from those used by the county. 

In this column the city rates are | 
adjusted for the difference in valu- | 
ation practice before they are added | 
to the county, schesl and special 
district rates to obtain the total. 
This adjustment is not made in most 
tabulations of this type, and their 
accuracy is impaired by this omis- 
sion. 

School district tax rates make up

The roaron for. the high tax rates 
in ‘North. Palo Alto, Belle Haven and 
Suburban Park is the Ravenswood 
Schcol District tax rate. This rate 
of $2.52 is by far the highest in the 
county. Las Lomitas is next highest 
with $1.96. Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict’s rate is $1.30. The lowest San 
Mateo county school district rate 
inside a city is San Bruno’s $1.11. 
The low San Carlos total rate is pro- 
bably due to the success of that 
community in obtaining industrial | 
development. 


It is unfortunate that North 
Palo Alto experiences its first city 
tax levy at a time when assessed 
valuation has been increased 50 
per cent and the Ravenswood 
School District found it necessary 
to levy its maximum rate. Some 
residents will blame all the in- 
crease on the city tax. 


The increase in the tax bill in 
North Palo Alto, however, is attri- | 
butable 53 per cent to the increased 
school tax, 33 per cent to the city 
tax,-and 14 per cent to other tax 
rate increases. , 

Unfortunately, withdrawal from 
the Ravenswood Recreation District 
could not be made effective until the 
next tax year. This tax rate is equal 
to 13 per cent cf this year’s tax in- 
crease. 

While tax bills in North Palo 
Alto are up 30% per cent, in Belle 
Haven 16% per cent, and in Men- 
lo Park School District 4 per cent, 
for most taxpayers, home owners 
with veterans’ exemptions will 
find their taxes approximately 
doubled as a result of the increase 
in basis of assessed valuation. 


As a result of an order of the 
State Board of Equalization, all 
property except public utilities was 
valued 50 per cent higher for pur- 
poses of taxation by the county as- 
sessor this year. The typical veter- 
an’s home last year was assessed at 
about $2000. After deducting the vet- 
erans’ exemption of $1000, the owner 
paid taxes on $1000. With the 50 per 
cent increase, this home would be 
valued at $3000, less the veterans’ 


Although these facts have been 
widely publicized in the press, in- 
cluding this column, no one seems 
to be at all concerned until now 
when they are receiving their tax 
bills. 

And now it’s too late to do any- 
thing about it until next year.

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Chemistry, Not Frost, 


Brings Autumn Color’ 


To Trees and Shrubs in Your Garden 


By TERRY LEE 

It is a popular misconception that 
frost is necessary to produce the 
brilliant yellows and scarlets on the 
foliage of many trees and shrubs. 

Actually there are many exam- 
ples of fall color right now in 
places where frost has not occur- 
red. The poplars are bright yellow, 


| the liquidamber red and yellow, 


and the apricot the loveliest 
shadc—just like a real apricot. 
It is important to understand a 


|bit about plant biology before ex- 


piainine how we have fall color 
without frost. 
In the summer months leaves are 


|busily engaged in the manufacture 


of food. Chiefly responsible for this 
is the chlorophyll (green coloring) 
in the leaves. 

RAW MATERIALS . 

Sunlight, warm — temperatures, 
carbon dioxide, water and oxygen 
must also be present. 

Since the food is manufactured 
only in the presence of sunlight, the 
plant during the night translocates 
the major portions of this manufac- 
tured food from the leaves to the 
stems and roots, where it is stored 
for future use. E 

It has been proved in the lab- 
oratory that this night - time 
movement of food materials can 
only take place when night tem- 
peratures are considerably above 
45 degrees. When they drop below 
this point, the food is “trapped” in 
the leaves and does not move. 

This is really the crux of the 
leaves 
start to manufactyre food on a 
warm morning with plenty of food 
(chiefly sugars) still in them manu- 
factured from the previous day, cer- 
tain decomposition products’ are 
formed. 

These begin to show or produce 
the yellow and red pigments. that 
make autumn displays what they 
are. 

NOT FROST 

It not the frost then, that 
starts this phenomenon, but merely 
night temperatures below 45 de- 
grees. Often trees in ‘a low spot will 
turn bright colors first. The cool 
air “drains” down during the night 
and produces low temperatures 
sooner than on a hillside. 

Some years autumn color is un- 
usually vivid. This occurs if there 
are many sunny days following some 
early cold nights, as we are having | 
now. 

Certain trees always turn yel- 
low—poplars, silver birches and 
maples for: example. The yellow 
pigment (carotin) is always pre- 
sent in leaves, but is masked by 
chlorophyll. 

This can be shown if you put a 
piece of tape on a green leaf in the) 
sun. When the tape is removed x 
few days later there will be a yellow 
spot. During cold nights when the 
manufactured food is not moved, 
the chlorophyll disintegrates and | 
the yellow carotin shows up. 
PIGMENTS 

,The trees’ that turn red, like <su- 
macs, sassafras, and dogwood, con-
